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WE   NOMINATE 


Lawrance  Roger  Thompson,  one  of  the  front- 
rank  authorities  in  the  field  of  American  literature 
and  a  Princetonian  of  15  years'  standing,  whose 
newly  published  "Melville's  Quarrel  with  God"  has 
touched  off  a  chain  reaction  of  yelps  and  yipes  on 
the  part  of  many  teachers  and  scholars.  While  the 
celebrated  author  of  "Moby  Dick"  has  seldom  ap- 
pealed to  the  casual  reader,  Melville's  interpreters 
and  discoverers  have  been  legion  and  to  them  it  is 
distressing — just  a  century  after  "Moby  Dick"  ap- 
peared— to  have  long-held  beliefs  and  convictions 
challenged  and  then  harpooned. 

Described  by  an  associate  as  "probably  the  most 
original  and  controversial"  study  of  Melville  ever 
issued,  and  learnedly  disputed  by  an  apparently 
upset  New  York  Times  reviewer,  Thompson's  new- 
est work,  a  475-page  volume  published  by  the 
Princeton  University  Press,  currently  rates  among 
the  fast  sellers  in  this  community,  long  a  hotbed  of 
"Melville-ism."  A  group  of  coffee-drinkers  in  a 
Nassau  Street  eatery  recently  adjourned  on  a  dis- 
cordant note,  following  a  discussion  of  Thompson's 
thesis,  and  across  the  street  in  the  Firestone  Li- 
brary some  were  preparing  to  quarrel  with  Thomp- 
son's "Quarrel  with  Melville." 

Thompson,  a  46-year  old  native  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and  a  post-war  Guggenheim  Fellow,  has  long 
made  a  practice  of  turning  out  distinguished  but 
thoroughly  readable  books.  In  1938,  a  decade  after 
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he  was  graduated  from  Wesleyan  an  I  the  year  he 
received  His  Columbia  doctorate,  he  "scored"  with 
his    "Young    Longfellow,"    the    biography    which 

gained  recogn s  the  first  realistic  account   of 

the  New  England  poet's  formative  years.  Inciden- 
tally, in  can  miii;  forward  his  research  for  this 
study,  lie  unearthed  evidence  of  Longfellow's  Hrsl 
appearance  in  book  form  by  using  ultra-violet  light 
to  prove  that  a  poem,  passed  over  in  an  1824  prize 
competition,  had  come  from  Longfellow's  pen. 

Appointed  to  the  Princeton  Faculty  in  19.17,  suc- 
ceeding the  recently  deceased  George  Mann  Peck 
as  Curator  of  the  Library's  Special  Collections, 
Thompson  rose  to  an  a  Man!  professorship  before 
departing  for  a  51-month  tour  of  duty  with  the 
Navy.  His  analysis  of  Robert  Frost  appeared  in  1942 
and  during  his  service  with  the  Eastern  Sea  Fron- 
tier, he  came  up  with  one  of  the  war's  most  absorb- 
ing narratives,  a  documented  account  of  how  the 
ill-fated  yawl  Zaida,  on  submarine  picket  patrol 
off  Martha's  Vineyard,  survived  a  hurricane  and 
finally  limped  into  Ocracoke  Inlet,  hundreds  oi 
miles  to  the  South,  near  Cape  Hatteras. 

For  not  hesitating  to  challenge  conventional  in- 
terpretations of  American  literary  phenomena;  for 
blending  scholarship  and  convincing  literary  crafts- 
manship; for  enhancing  the  literary  traditions  of 
wnich  the  Princeton  Community  is  so  rightfully
